IVII-B. Thomas' Pension. 


The reported destitution of the widow of 


the late General George H. Thomas is ex- 
citing general comment. It isasserted by 
tome that she has never received a pen- 
sion. To set speculation at rest Commis- 
sioner Bentley was called upon, and, from 
him it is ascertained that Mrs. Thomas is 
now on the rolls of the pension office at a 
rate of thirty 3ollars per month. Her 
claim was filed in February, 1879, and 
was allowed the following month, the ar- 
rears being paid from March 29, 1870. the 
date following that of the death of General 
Thomas. Thirty dollars is the higr.est 
rate provided by the general pension law, 
The commissioner says there are very few 
widows ol general officers now drawing so 
low a rate, most of them having applied 
directly to congress. He knows of no 
case where such increase was refused by 
congress. No case has occurred wh«« 
such application has been made in which 
the increase was not less than fifty dollars 
per month and some are still higher. Mr 
Bentley sa.ys there is no doubt that such 
an application from the widow of General 
Thomas would be acted on, by congress 
immediately, and nolhing would be more 
cheerfully done than affording this relief 
for the widow of' trie, "Rock of Chick<- 
mauga," There is a long line of prece- 
dents.

iatfd Already; its narrow ways, sleep 
liffs, rich in geological information; the 
ny stream, remnant bf a once mighty 
orrent; tlie_weird, wild beauty surround- 
ng each bold promontory, have been ad- 
tired by counlless visitors, and lo day it 
ell deserves to be the grand entrance to 
most wonderful work ol nature. 
-The- history -of the "ravi>.of the Winds" 
s th.it, in the spring of last, year, a boy of 
Manitou found, high up a rocky cliflVa 
arrow entrance to wh.it proved upon in- 
estiEation to be a series of rooms Jeading 
ar into the mountain. .-Not long ago, the 
mothers Snider and Mr Rhinehart of Man - 
;ou found another small entrance leading to 
rhat is nbw called the new cave, and it is 
his later di'covery.whjch is now attracting 
_ much attention, and which bids fair tb 
aecome widely known on account of the 
lany va-ied and rich specimens taken 
om the'vaulted chambers. 
It is not an eisy undertaking to explore 


hese caves. The climb from the bottom 
.f ihe canon to the m.iin entrance of the 
chambers is hard. The cliffs are steep 
_md the foothold never too secure, and the 
ast .quarter of the journey so steep, indeed, 
hat one must htlp himself by the rope 
provided by the guides. And yet, when 
ie does once reach the extreme heigbt.the 
prospect is grand enough to-pay for the 
txertion.. Uelow is the ravine, seemingly 
still narrower. than before; the stream 
glistens as a thread of silver, the opposite 
cliffs give back startling echoes to the voice, 
the winds! howl in dismal cadence and-far 
ieyond, seen through the narruw openings 
of the cnnon, rise the snowy peaks, of dis- 
tant mountains. 


.Gathered together on the narro* ledge 


of the cliffs and about the'cave's entrance 
the party of investigators present an ap 
pearance of'mfners.abpiit to-descend into 
the bowels o'f '.he earth; Each one --ames 
a randle or a lamp affixjd-lo the hat, ant 
is clothed in's'iK-h ecsGime as hard climb 
ing and dusty work would naturally, re 
quire,. One leaves behind all thoughts o 
cleanliness, and prepares to crawl, slide 
climb and become in toto a burrower o 
thee'aith. 


The first visit, after once having lef 


daylight behind, is to the old portion, atn 
not entirely uninteresting, of the rave- 
The way is not particularly difficult; then 
is same climbing, some bowing of head 
to the mightier force of huge boulders, bu 
'heihamoers as-a-rule-have high-ceilings 
and good 'diameter. One chamber leads 
lo another, wilh hallways between where 
one usually can stand, erect, or at .worst 
simply bow the head. In fact, one natur- 
ally cannot help being somewhat bowe< 
down when contemplating these vast hall 
bf apparently anoiher world; the darkness 
is so dark, the height to still unseen tell 
ing s'o great, the appearance of moving 
lights and faces and forms s'o weird an* 
strange, that one feels transported to an 
other and an unknown world. Butth 
new cave-demands and deserves attention 
Retracing one's steps, climbing a ladde 
and bearing gradually northward there i 
reached a, literally, Lote in th'e wall. T 
enter that is the word; it seems impossi- 
ble, one of. good weight must be unable t 
crawl into any. such aperature, but he o 
thin build drops upon hands and knees 
forces his head into the opening, wiggle 
a moment as though .undecided, and grac 
ually draws himself out of sight. One 
fairly stalled there is no turning of th 
road to new sights beyond; one must g 
on, and on he does go, slowly, laborious!; 
until after thirty feet or so of truly har 
work, he reaclies a vaulted chamber an 
can stand again with iead erect. This 
-the first chamber of the new cave. It i 
similar to those of the old, but from wal 
and ceiling and under foot glisten th 
shiny pointed stalactites and stalagmite: 
Chamber after chamber remain to be seen; 
some measure a hundred, others more 
than .two hundred feet in length; there 
are

down. 
Ropes, ladders and 
project- 


ing stones help One" along the way, until 
at last is reached a Jong and narrow g.il- 
lery well called the "1'iclure Gallery" of 
the cave. Standing at one end of the 
long crag, ihe sigh; becomes picturesque 
in the extreme; the walls and ceilings 
glisten in the light of candle and Inmp, 
with rare rt-iwen o f ' .ilaiMU-r, coral 
formations :\nd pure white stal.inites. If 
one, with .1 rock or himrner l.ips gently 
the*: same iciclns of lime formation, ihe 
gallery becomes a music room, ill chords 
resouiid, and, combined with the glisten- 
ing lights and variegated flowers, form a 
gallery of curiosities well won',, ihe climb- 
ing. 


After leaving ihe gallery, otter hard 


passages lead to the remaining interesting 
chamber ol the cave. It may. be called 
th« "Hall, of Stalactites." It is a small, 


oval shaped chamber, with walls literally 
covered wilh all shapes and varieties of 
slalnclilrs, slalagmites nnd alabaster How 
ers. The room glistens wiih the abundance 
of lime formations. Some of Ihe stalactite! 
nre not yel formed, and tne water, slowly 
dripping from tbo hivhglng masses.gllsteu! 
like diamonds themselves. If only to ice 
ibis .room, one would be paid for all the 
hardships . endured. To a geologist it 
would Rive perfect delight; would fill a 
painter of the weird and beautiful with ad- 
miration, and even give the ignorant a 
sense of-awe anoVsti.i within him feelings 


f admiration and astonishment that here, 
hree hundred feet below the light of day, 
ature has hid lor centsries such delicate 
•orks of art: After seeing this room and 
he gallery, one is content to retrace his 
leps and regain, by the same hard work, 
ie outer world. 
In Ihe near future these wonders of na- 


ure will be more easily seen. Mr.- Rhine- 
art and the Messrs, Snider are constant- 
y at work enlarging the now narrow 
assages, placing ladders up steep places, 
nd in general rendering the cave easy of 
ccess to those: who may wish to study or 
bserve the wonders so long concealed 
fithin the Kocky Mountains.
